ANOTHER SUCCESSFUL YEAR 


The Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce has rounded out its for®y-second 
vear. The reports presented show that 
it has been a year of well sustained ac- 
tivity, touching a wide variety of mat- 
ters of interest to the city and district, 
and that a very satisfactory measure of 
success was attained in respect to many 
of these. 

The Chamber enters upon the new 
year with a membership only slightly 
smaller than that of last year, a most 
creditable showing in view of the less 
favorable conditions. The newly elected 
officers are men of wide experience alike 
in business and in the work of the 
board, and there is every reason for 
confidence that the splendid record of 
the organization will be well maintained. 


TWO MONTHS; TEN DAYS 


Kingsford-Smith’s flight from Eng- 
land to Australia in a trifle less than 
ten days is something more than a feat. 
As the route followed lies mainly over 
land, it is entirely practicable to operate 
planes regularly over it, quite as prac- 
ticable as to carry on the air mail ser- 
vice across the United States or Can- 
ada. Kingsford-Smith has afforded a 
basis for calculating the tremendous 
saving in time that could thus be made, 

For purposes of comparison it is in- 
teresting to note that in 1869 the Ther- 
mopylae sailed from London to Mel- 
bourne “in the unprecedented’ time”’ of 
62 days from Gravesend to Port Philip 
harbor. Liners plying between the old 
country and Australia now require 
about six weeks for the voyage. The 
steamship cut the sailing vessel's time 
in half. The airplane, it has been 
shown, can cut the steamship’s time in 
one-third. 


CLOSE WITH THE OFFER 


Edmonton should have had a new 
police station long ago. The present 
building is an old one, the quarters 
cramped and unsuitable alike for hous- 
ing the police, holding court, and ac- 
commodating prisoners. It has even 
been suggested that the floor of the 
court room is liable to give way some 
time when there is an unusual crowd 
there. 


. This need has long been recognized. 


About sixteen years ago a site was se- 
cured and the excavating done for a 
combined police and fire station on 98th 
street, in rear of the civic block, The 
project was pigeon-holed, along with 
many more, when the boom burst and 
war came,

The very plain implica- 
tion of Mr. Bennett's announcement was 
that the preference would be wiped out 
if Britain did not accept his demand for 
reciprocal tariff treatment. Will parlia- 
ment, when it re-assembles after the 
New Year, cut the British preference 
out of Canada's tariff schedules, and 
demand the same import tax from 
British as from foreign goods entering 
the Dominion? 

Remembering that the prime con- 
sideration is to find a market for 
Canadian wheat, that question is of 
obvious importance. To destroy the 
British preference would not help to sell 
our wheat in Britain; and where else 
can we sell it?

WINTER WALKS 

Now that the bad weather ts approaching, the tendency will be for 
people to remain indoors, causing them to miss the benefits of outdoor 
‘walking and fresh air. No one should allow himself to fall into this 
flothful habit, for it is just as important to take exercise in the fresh air 
daring cold or rainy weather as it is during the 
sunny days. It is, in fact, more important, for exer- 
cise ‘ls needed to keep up a good circulation to over- 
come the effects of cold, and the fresh, outdoor air 
is essential in counteracting the effect of lung conges- 


tion which usually results from hot, stuffy closed 
rooms, 

Everyone should try to go outdoors for a walk 
each day regardless of the weather. It is usually 


possible to wear a light raincoat and rubbers for pro- 
tection when it is raining, «nd if one walks brickly, 
it is not necessary to wear heavy garments, even 
though it is quite cold out of doors. No matter what you are doing or 
accomplishing in life, you can,make a better success if you will keep your- 
self in good training. Everyone should be in topnotch condition all of the 
time and I do not know of any better form of exercise for accomplishing 
this than plain old-fashioned out- 4 
door walking. Even athletes, regard- 
Jess of their specialty, always in- 
clude a great deal of walking in 
their training exercise because they 
realize how important walking is 
for building up their endurance and 
improving their lung capacity. 

When one walks, stands or sits 
in an improper position, some of the | 
vertebrae grow into poor positions, | 
making a gradual impingement upon 
the spinal nerves, This gives plenty 
of work for the osteopath and 
chiropractor to do, and these 
sciences have succeeded to a remark- | 
able degree because of the good that 
they do with the treatments of the 
spine for correcting the faulty posi- | 
tion of the vertebrae. If one learns 
to walk correctly, however, these 
misplacements can lergely be pre- 
vented. 

One of the most common mistakes 
made in walking is to walk with the 
toes pointed oulward. It is a well- 
known architectural fact that a 
structure is as weak as its founda- 
tion. Now, the habit of walking 
with your toes pointed out produces 
falien arches, This, in turn, tilts 
the pelvis to such an extent that it 
is necessary for the spine to form an 
unnatural curve to preserve the body 
balance. If you wish to gain the 
greatest efficiency, try to walk with 
your tues pointed astraight ahead. 
When walking, be sure that your 
shoes are built for comfort rather 
then for appearance. 

At the start, one should begin 
walking a quarter of a mile a day, 
gradually increasing the distance by 
a quarter of @ mile each succeeding 
day. It is much better to begin | 
gradually and increase the distance 
than to try to walk different dis- 
tances every day. During your walk 
remember that the fresh air is one 
of the most important reasons for

your taking the walk Practice 
breathing in during five steps, hold- 
ing your breath two steps, then 
breathe out during five steps and 
hold the breath out during two 
steps 


each step and breathing out the 
same way, you will find that it is 
not jong before you are able to ac- 
commodate twice as much air in 
your lungs wilh comfort as you are 
doing now. 

Do not give up your walking dur- 
ing unpleasant weather simply be- 
cause it requires a little more ef- 
fort to exert yourself to go out of 
doors. Resolve to keep yourself in 
rood condition the whole year round. 
Refore you know it, you will find 
that walking in the rain or walking 
in the cold is an exhilarating ex- 
perience.

Their tastes varied. Flaubert lik- 
ed Rouen ducks; Edmond de Gon- 
court Was partial to sweetmeats flav- | 
ored with ginger; Zola feasted on ‘ 
shell-fish; Turgenieff, of course, was 
devoted to caviar; Daudet pleased 
himself with roasted fowl. 

They sat down at seven in the 
evening and at two in the morning 
would still be dining.

Piaubert dined in shirtsleeves. 
Turgenieff liked to munch at a

The death of which they specu- 
lated came and took Flaubert, For 
a time the dinners ceased. In a few 
months Turgenief{ tried to start 
them again. But /laubert’s great 
laugh and roaring volce were too 
much missed. He had been the bond 
that united them. The group broke 
up.

RUSSIA AGAINST THE WORLD 
From the Monthly Commercia! 
Letter issued by the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce—“A disturbing ele- 
ment in world trade is the increas- 


ing pressure of Russian products at 
a time when the world market ts 
over-burdened with materials from 
other sources. There is a great mass 
of literature available on the post- 
war economy of Russia, particularly 
that of the last few years. Some 
authorities, including one who has 
made a life-long study of Russian 
affairs, predict an absolute fa{lure 
of the present “Five-Year Economic 
Plan"; others foresee complete suc- 
cess; and still another group sees 
only the prabability of progress far 
short of the objective. In any event, 
as a result of the “Plan” industrial 
productivity was increased by 16 
per cent, in 1928-29, although there 
is still a shortage of both manufac- 
tured goods and food. The motive 
force behind Russia's export pro- 
gram is, however, the purchase, as 
far as possible on credit, of large 
quantities of machinery and other 
materials necessary for the exe- 
cution of this “Plan”; Russia may 
consider herself politically aloof 
from the rest of the World, but she 
admits that she needs foreign cap!i- 
tal in the form of “producers goods,” 
the return from this capital consist- 
ing of Russian products, principally 
wood and grains. 

“A dispassionate observer of 
Russian affairs, while keeping in 
mind that a nation of 150 million 
people has the right to well-being 
and to advancement, will, however 
question whether there can com- 
fortably be accommodated, in a 
world severely depressed, a new 
economic system that conflicts with 
the commercial policies of every 
other country on the globe.
